Omer Pache is a native of Croatia, and 
was, consequently, by birth, an Austrian 
subject Tle was born in 1801, at Vlaska, 
a village situate in fhe chelo of Ogulini, 
thitcen leagues from Fiume His family 
names Lattas His father was Lieuten- 
ant-Adminstiater of the cucie, his uncle 
was a pricsl of the Umted Greek Church 

Admitted when very yonhé into the 
School of Mathematies of Thrum, near 
Carlstadt, m Transylvania, abd after hav- 
mg completed Ins studies with distinction, 
the young Lattas entered mto the cotps of 
the Pons et Chausees, which an Austiia 15 
organized on a military footing In 1830, 
ın consequence of a misunderstaudmg with 
lis supertors,-he left for Turkey, and em 
braced Islamism” Chostew Pacha, who 
was then Serashicr, took him under Ins. 
protection, procured lim admission into the 
regula army, and attached hun to his per- 
sonal staf He even gave mm his ward m 
mamage, Who was one of the richest hew- 


“Tesses of Constantinople, and the daughter 


of one of the Janissaries, whose head he 
had caused to be cut off iw 1827, when that 
corps revolted agaist the Sultan Mah- 
moud $ 

In 1838, Lattas, who had taken the 
name of Omer, was chef of battalion, and 
was appomted Aid de-Camp aud interpie- 
ter to Gen Chanowski, who had charge 
of the insiruchon of the Ottoman troops, 
encamped near Constantinople Omer wab 
thenceforward actively employed m the re- 
orgamzation of the Turkish army, and, 
still protected by Chosiew Pacha, obtamced 
successively important missions and ¢om- 
mand m the mmy. The troubles of Syria
